“© High and Mighty Lords, ; 

« The noderfigned Envoy Extraordinary from her Majefty*the Em- 
prefs of ali the Ruffias, has the honour. to communicate to you here 
a copy of the declaration made by the Emprefs his Sovereign to the 
powers actually at war. Your igi Mightinéfles may look upon that 
eommunication a5 a peculiar mark of the attention of the Emprefs: for 
the republic, equally interefted in the reafons that haye given occafion 
to this declaration. He had moreover orders to declare to them, in the 
name of het Imperial Majefty, that fo.far as on the one fide the defires 
to maintain, doring the prefent war, the ftricteft neutrality, fo far the 

* will fapport, ‘by the molt: efficacious means, the honour of the Ruian 
flag) and the fafety of the commerce and navigation of her fubjeds, and 
will not fager it to be molefted by any belligerent power. That in or- 
dér to avoid, ort’this“occafion, all mifunderftanding or falfe interpreta- 
tion, the thought it requifite to fpecify in her declaration, the limits of 

a free ttade, and what is called contraband. ‘That if the definition of 

the firft. is founded on notions the moft fimple, moft clear, and the 

‘molt détermisied by the natural right, that of the laft is taken by her 

literally, from the treaty of commerce between Ruffia and Great Bri- 

tain. ‘That by this the incontettibly proves her good faith and impar- 
' tiality towards the one and the other party. That, in confequence, 

« fhe thinks fhe has a right to: expedt, that the other commercial powers 

 willreadily accede to her manner of thinking refpecting the neutrality. 

‘¢ "That from thefe views, her Imperial Maijefty has charged the un- 
derfigned to invite your High Mightinefles to make a common caufe 

. with her, inafmuch’as that union may) ferve to protect the commerce 
and navigation, by obferving, at the fame time, the ftricteft neutrality, 
and to communicate to them the meatures fhe has taken, in confequence.. 

“© A fimilar invitation has already been given to the Courts of Co- 
penkagen, Stockholin, and Lifbon, that by the common care of all the 
neutral, maritime powers, there may be eftablif.ed and legalized, in fa- 
vour of the commercial navigation of the neutral nations, a natural fy- 
ftem founded on juftice, and which, ,by its real advantages, may ferve 
for a rule to future ages. 

"The underfigned makes no doubt that your High Mightineffes will 
take into confideration the inyitation of her Imperial Majety, and con- 
cur in it-by making, without delay, a declaration to the belligerent 
powers, grounded upon the fame principles as that of the Emprefs his 
Sovereign, explaining themfelves at the fame time, refpecting the pro- 
tection of their commerce,’ the navigation, and the nature of the con- 
traband, confermably to-the terms of their refpective treaties with the 
other nations.

'< of the regard the -has for the rights of neutrality and the liberty of uni- 

verfal commerce, as all Europe can witnefs. ‘This condnét, as well as 
the principles of impartiality that the has difplayed during the prefent 
war, juftly. infpires her with the fulleft confidence, that her fubjects 
would peaceably enjoy: the fruits of their indultry, and the advantages 
belonging to a neutral nation. Experience has neverthelefS proved the 
contrary. Neither the above-mentioned confiderations, nor the regard 
to the rights of nations, have prevented the fubjects of her Imperial 

Majefty from being often molefted in their navigation, .and ftopped in 

their operations by thofe of the belligerent powers. 

© Thefe hindrances to the liberty of trade in general, and to that 
$f Rbifia in particular, are of 4 nature to excite the attention of all neu- 
thal nations. The Emprefs finds herfelf obliged, thereforc, to free it 
by all the means com atible with her dignity and the well-being of her 
dubjects ; but before fhe puts this into execution, and with a fincere in- 
tention to prevent any future infringements, fhe thought it but juft to 

publith to all Europe the principles fhe means to follow, which are the 

propereft to prevent any mifinder(tanding, or any occurrences that may 

oecafion it.

HOUSE or .COMMONS, Monoay, Apatite to. 

Went throagh in Committee, with amendments, the bills for laying 
a duty on wines, coals, and ftamps. ‘To be reported to-morrow. 

The Sheriffs. of London, prefented a petition, praying to be heard by 
counfel againtt a bill now. depending, to explain and amend an aét rela- 
tive to theymore fpeedy recovery of fmall debts; the petition was order- 
ed to lic on the table. 

Mr Hartley gave notice, that he would, on Friday next, move his 
propofition relative to opening a treaty with the Independent States of 
America. —A converfation.was held up for fome time by two or three 
other members, and it was at length determined to take Mr Hartley's 
propofition into confideration en Friday. 

The Speaker then took the chair, when 

Sir Philip Clerke remarked on the enormous eftimates of the extraor- 
dinaries of the army ; and as a great deal of the money voted for the 
military eftablifhment might find its way into the pockets of the officers, 
though intended and voted for the privates; which fuggeftion feemed 
true, from the vifible deticiencies in the war complements of men; he 
thought it his duty to move that the general returns of the army for laft 
month, be laid before the Houfe. 

Mr Byag reminded-his honorable friend that bufinefs of a very im- 
portant nature was.tocome en before the Houfe, which his motion might 
tend to delay, or peshaps put off. He wifhed him therefore to with- 
draw his motion for the prefent, and renew it at a more convenient op- 
portunity. 

The Secretary at War urged the impropriety of a motion, which could 
not procure information to the Houfeé, without at the fame time convey- 
ing it to the enemy. 

. Col. Barre therm propoféd a motion for the order of the day, as the 
beft way to get rid of the motion; but ; 
Lord North withed the member to recur to the firft motion, if the 
fecond fhould be negatived ; and as he withed to liave the bufingfs then 
before the Houle difpoftd of, he begged the gentlemen would proceed 
upon the Hon. Baronet’s motion, 

Sir Philip Clerke faid he withed to promote, not retard the bufinefs of 
the nation; for which seafon, and that he might not be fifpected to 
with that our enemies might profit by any propofitior of his, he was 
willisg to withdraw his motion; on condition that the Secretary at 
War would aflaye the Houfe, that no more demands of that nature would 
be made on Parliament this year. 

The Secretary at War would not pledge himfelf to the Houfe for that; 
but faid he was ready to declare, there was no intention to call again 
on Parliament on that {Core. 

On this declaration Sir Philip withdrew his motion for that day. 

Sir William Me edith then faid he had an affair 6f the moft extraor- 
dinary and ala:ming’nature to lay before the Houft ; there was an in- 
tention, he believed> in Government, to carry by force what they 
could not effect by numbers in that Houle, to awe the people, and at- 
tack even the very freedom of Parliament: This he prefumed from an 
incident ‘of. Thurfday laft, which was, that the third regiment of Guards 
‘had received feveral rounds of powder and ball on that day; and had 
been ordered to hold ‘themielves in readin€fs to march: out at a minute’s 
notice, not only while the Weftminfter Affembly was holding in the 
Hall, but alfo till the Houfe: of Commons thould rife, after the grand 
debate which Government knew was to take place on Thurfday lait. 
Antiother member corroborated this account, and further afferted, that 
the Horfe Grenadicr Guards had received exaétly the fame orders on 
the fame day. ’ 

Sir Fohn Griffin Griffin declared that no-fuch orders had been given 
by him to the Horfe Grenadiers ; and had they received any fuch, they 
muft have paffed through his hands. 

The Secretary. at War protefted he had never heard of any fuch or- 
ders; and if they had been given, they muft have proceeded from his 
office. At the fame time, however, he was free to fay, that he fw 
mo impropriety. in ordering out the military to fapport the civil magi- 
flrate-whenever the civil power fhould be, found infufficient to execute the 
laws. ' 

This declaration brought on a very warm difpute, Mr Jenkinfon be- 
ing fuppofed to have infinuated, that it was at all times proper to call 
out thé military; but, on his difclaiming fuch a doétrine, the affair 
terminated, without further debate. 

The Houle then refolved itfelf into a Committee, to take into confi- 
deration the d fferent county petitions. 

Mr Danning, renewing his propofitions, moved, “‘* That on the firft 
day of every'Seffion an account be hid before the Houfe of the different 
fums of meney,™pajd to Members of Parliament.” 

This produced a thort debate, which ended in favour of Mr Dunning’s 
motion, without a divifion. : . 

Mi Pauning next moved, ‘* That the oficers of the Houfehold, men- 
tioned inthe claute of Mr Burke's bill which had been rejefted, thould 
be rendered incapable in. fntute tofit in’ Parliament.” 

Lord ‘North ebjected' to this mation, for this reafon, that the Houfe, 
“by‘admitting it, would exceedvthe limits af its own power, many of the 
officers alluded to being Peers of Parliament, and, as fuch, could not 
forfeit without,a grime, their right to. feat in Parliament. He further 
obferved, that if it was. neceffary for the purity of the Honfe of Com- 
tons, that the motion fhould pafS, the people would derive bet little 
advantage from it, while another bratich of the Legiflature remained, 
in the language of he day, corrupt, and under corrupt influence. 

Mr T. Pitt expreffed Jittle concern for the Peers ; -while the Com- 
mons: could be preferved uncorrupt, the influence of the other Houfe 
would not dare to fhow itfelf.

berefore, hold himfelf unworthy of the feat which he he id in the it 
oufe, if he did. riot equally attend to enforee the w/e, and prevent the 

ufe of them. ‘The King was bound, by his coronation oath, ‘* 10 ad- 
inifter juflice in mercy ; and when’ any thing contrary te this oath was 
fered to happen, thofe who fuffered it were accomplices in caufing his 
fajefty to break that oath. He then confidered the nature of pun! ifh- 
pent by the pillory ; the intention of which was, he faid, nothing more 
han to hold up certain infamous characters to public fame. But the 
bufe of that punifhment feemed ‘to grow put of its own nature, for 
here being folittle diftance between public fhame and public deteftation, 
he one produced the other; deteftation then naturally begets outrage, 
nd thet law, which meant a leffer punifhment, produces, in the end, 
Ihe greateft of ali punithments. He then obferved, that, if the news- 





bapers reports upon this affair were tue, one of thofe wretches whom 
ne alluded to was @ fhott man; that he coniplained of the ing 
vo high for him; that he was, neverthelefs,-put into it; and, after 
being there fome time, and receiving vere abule from the populace, 
rrew black im the face, The blood galled from his eyes, note, and 
ears, and, though taken ott immediately, he died on the fpet. Sut 
whether his death was caufed by the abufe of the € populace, or the too 


great height of the pillery, or both, he could not fay. The other cri- 
minal, he underitood, then lay at t e point of death. He, therefore, 
recommended the amendment of this law, as well as an enquiry into 
this particular cafe, to the attention of the Attorney General, and de- 
clared, that if the matter was not taken up by tlie officers of the Crown, 
he would undertake him(elf to remove a lew that left the punith- 
ment of any ‘offence open ‘to the incenfed paffions of the people.

** The report of the committee on the new levies was then madé and 
agreed to, after along and defultory converfation. © When that part of 
the report was. read, which contained the refolution for granting 65001. 
for making and preferving roads and bridges in the Highlands of Scot-

‘© The Lord Advocate of Scotland made'a very able argument on the 
propriety of this grant. It was a meafure that originated under Lord 
Harwickes and the Duke of Newcaftle, who were men very capable of 
judging upon its expediency. It was idle to talk of market towns in 
the Highlands, where a man might travel twenty miles without feeing a 
fingle houfé. ‘The-object of this-expenditure was to make military roads, 
to keep proper communications between the forts that had been built at 
different extremities of that country for its protection ‘The late Duke 
of Cumberland had feen, and telt the neceffity of fuch a meaiiure ; and 
thofe whe were acquainted with the country mult approve of it. It was 
not only neceffary for the ‘fecurity of the Lowlands againit the incur- 
fions and depredations of the Highlands, but produced a faving of 500 
out of 1600 pounds in the tran{porting of troops, artillery, &c. from 
fort to fort ; and fo far from being a job, he could aflure the Honfe, that 








no lefs than (roo bridges, and 1000 miles of road, had been made 
with the fums voted for that fervice. 

** After fome farther explanation of this bufinefs from Sir George 
Howard, Mr Pultney, and others, and fome oppolition from Sir George 
Yonge, ‘eho wilhed to defer it ti iH eftimates of the fervice thould be pro- 
duced, the report was agreed to without a divilion, and the Houfe ad- 
journed:
